Arrival of the crates has 
touched off a significant debate 
inside the Pentagon. Air Force 
generals have urged that the 
Haiphong docks be. bombed im- 
mediately, before the SAM mis- 
siles can be unloaded and put in 
position.

Last year, Rep. Don Ed-

tors were influencing the de- 
fense budget and the problem 
of disarmament.
